JOHNS-MANVILLE TO SPLIT INDUSTRIAL 
PRODUCTS DIVISION 


Johns-Manville recently announced it will split its 
present Industrial Products Division into three new 
operating divisions which will comprise a new indus- 
trial products group headed by a Senior Vice President 
of the Company. 


The expansion in organization, which becomes

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RAYBESTOS BRAKE EXPERTS ADVISE 
OWNERS OF CARS CAUGHT IN FLOOD 


Two brake experts at the Raybestos Division of 
Raybestos-Manhattan, Inc., Bridgeport, Conn., issued 
advice to car owners whose cars get caught in high 
waters in the hurricane region along the coast or flood 
waters elsewhere in the country. 

They warned that brake linings soaked in mud or 
silt must be replaced. There is nothing that can be done 
to make such lining usable. After his brakes have been 
covered with mud or silt the motorist cannot depend 
on them to stop safely, cautioned Clyde S. Batchelor 
and Arthur Litchfield, Raybestos brake engineers and 
testing experts. 


Other destructive elements which are often found 
in flood waters are grease, oil and sewage. 

The exception in storm damage is brake linings 
that have been soaked by clean rainwater. These can 
be saved by the following steps: 


1. While driving at 20 miles per hour, put your foot 
on the brake pedal lightly for about 10 seconds. 

2. Release the brake for a minute and then repeat 
until the brakes stop smoothly. 

Rust will not harm linings or drums the experts 
said. As a matter of fact, after two good stops all rust 
should be gone. 

The specialists also warned that inferior grades of 
brake lining won’t recover their friction quickly be- 
cause the poor grade brake lining absorbs more water 
and is affected to a much greater degree than top 
quality brake lining.

ASBESTOS SIDING SHIELDS STEEL 
PIER FROM OCEAN WAVES 


Asbestos-cement siding shingles, favored by many 
home owners for their beauty and durability, are being 
put to a far more severe test on the boardwalk in 
Atlantic City, N. J., than they are likely to meet in 
ordinary residential use. 


Asbestos siding recently was chosen to cover the 
walls of the famous Steel Pier, the largest amusement 
center of its kind, which juts out directly over the 
ocean for half a mile. Ordinary materials, subject to 
the harsh sea weathering of the pier and the corroding 
effects of salt laden air and water, would soon give out. 
Asbestos siding, however, is immune to wear from 
those causes and also is noncombustible. 


Before deciding on the new dress, the pier’s owner- 
ship re-sided a small sample area. After the sample 
had stood up successfully for three years the entire 
structure was given the asbestos treatment. 

Because the pier is 50 feet over the ocean, ordinary 
methods of scaffolding could not be used in applying 
the asbestos siding. The problem was solved by cutting 
holes through the walls at floor level and pushing 
4x 4-inch beams through them. Planks were laid on 
the beams and the mechanics worked on the beams. 


White siding shingles were chosen for the Steel Pier 
job. Roofing and siding contractors, however, can ob- 
tain asbestos siding in a wide range of beautiful colors 
as well as in white.

August’s total dollar volume of Dodge Reports of 
contract awards for future construction in the 37 
states east of the Rockies set an all-time high for Aug- 
ust and was 20 per cent higher than August 1954, ac- 
cording to F. W. Dodge Corporation. The figure was 
$1,894,841,000. 


The total for the first eight months was $16,130,- 
149,000, up 27 per cent from the eight-month figure 
of last year. 


Both for August and for the eight months, all three 
of Dodge’s major construction categories showed sub- 
stantial gains over last year. The figures were: 


For August: nonresidential building, $681,463,000, 
up 24 per cent above August 1954; residential building,

GENERAL BUSINESS. 





Business conditions through September continued 
excellent in most lines. The general tightening in credit 
has had some perceptible effect in such activities as specu- 
lative home building which is slowing down a bit. However, 
chiefly as a result of the rises in wages granted by many 
large segments of industry recently, prices of industrial 
products are showing an upward trend which is interpret- 
ed as almost purely inflationary. Automobile production 
and sales continue at surprisingly high levels although 
dealers’ profits are low on the average and loose credit pol- 
icies are a heavy factor in many sales. Steel is in short 
supply and no easing in demand is forseen for the near 
future. Both the U. S. and world economies are enjoying 
booming business with no pronounced signs of slackening 
in evidence at this time. 

ASBESTOS—RAW MATERIAL 

A high level of asbestos fibre consumption is contin- 
uing over a broad field of asbestos fibre using industries. 

The general average is running well above demand in 
1954 and appearances are that it will continue. 

Fortunately, production is such that practically all 
grades are in good supply. 


ASBESTOS—MANUFACTURED GOODS. 





Asbestos Textiles. The general demand is only fair. 
Electrical equipment accounts are not purchasing quanti- 
ties and are undoubtedly watching inventories more close- 
ly as the end of the year approaches. 

Asbestos Brake Lining. The brake lining market is 
still good; running well ahead of last year, (replacement 
market approximately 20% and industrial about 15%). 

Asbestos Paper. There appears to be no slackening in 
the market at this time and demand should continue to 
equal the volume of last year. Millboard sales are off as 
compared to those earlier this year. Demand for Saturated

Paper is good but does not equal production. It is expected 
to continue until late fall when weather conditions will 
shut down roofing. 


Insulation. High Pressure. There appears to be a 
very slight improvement in order bookings which is un- 
doubtedly caused by the completion of some industrial work 
to the point where shipments of insulating materials are now 
required. The contract and F.O.B. markets for high pres- 
sure insulations remain extremely competitive. 


Insulation. Low Pressure. Volume for this product 
has increased as a result of the heating season and 
should continue strong for the next several months. 


Asbestos Cement Products. September order replace- 
ments are somewhat lower than for August and are not up 
to expectations for this month which is usually a good 
month for roofing and siding. 


The demand for corrugated and flat is about equal to 
production, and is expected to continue for the balance of 
the year. 


There seems to be no slackening in the Pressure and 
Sewer Pipe market and sales of House Pipes, and Electrical 
Conduits remain steady. 


The above comments have been made by various informed 
executives in the Industry. All comments are welcome.

GEORGE N. THOMPSON RETIRES FROM THE 
WATIONAL BUREAU OF STANDARDS 


George N. Thompson, a National authority on building 
codes and safety, retired from the National Bureau of Stand- 
ards on June 30, 1955, after 31 years of oustanding service. Just 
prior to retirement, he received the award of Merit from the 
American Society for Testing Materiais for outstanding serv- 
ice to the Society. 

At the bureau, Mr. Thompson was Assistant Chief of the 
Building Technology Division, and Chief of the Codes and 
Specifications Section. His interests were concentrated on the 
development of improved building construction standards, with 
particular emphasis on building, plumbing and safety codes. 

Mr. Thompson joined the Bureau’s staff in 1924, as a 
member of the Division of Buildng and Housing. From 1926 to 
1933, he was Secretary of the Department of Commerce Build- 
ing Code Committee. In 1945, he was appointed Chief of the 
Bureau’s Codes and Specifications Division and remained in this 
position until the present Building Technology Division was 
organized in 1947.

A new automatic high speed bale sealer, specifically de- 
signed for the handling, gluing and sealing of paper shipping 
bales up to 100 lbs. weight has been introduced by the J. L. Fer- 
guson Company, Joliet, Illinois, manufacturers of Packomatic 
packaging equipment. The new machine can be factory cus- 
tomized to practically any bale size and production require- 
ment, the company announced. 

The Packomatic Bale Sealer machine was designed original- 
ly for handling and sealing of 100-lb. bales of asbestos pro- 
duct. Numerous other applications are now being adopted. 

This is a heavy-duty machine featuring a sturdy square 
tubular framework which affords maximum strength with 
minimum bulk. 

The bales are automatically fed from a conveyor in an 
upright position, timed individually into the machine, where 
vertically travelling pushers convey the bale through back- 
tucking, gluing, second folding and gluing operations. After a 
bale is discharged from the gluing section, it is fed immediately 
into the compression section which consists of top and bottom 
driven belts over 14” wide rolls. This section is intermittently 
driven by a drive motor separate of the gluer drive. 

The Packomatic Bale Sealer can be conveyor-fed from the 
inlet and return conveyors, power or gravity, can be readily 
connected to the discharge of the compression section. 


R. A. HEINDL RETIRES FROM THE 
NATIONAL BUREAU OF STANDARDS 

Raymond A. Heindl, Chief of the Refractories Section of 
the National Bureau of Standards and an internationally known 
ceramist, retired July 31, 1955, after 32 years of service. 

Mr. Heindl came to the Bureau in 1923, as a member of the 
Refractories Section of the Mineral Products Division, and in 
1927 became section chief, a position he held until his retire- 
ment. 

During the Bureau career, he established an international 
reputation as a specialist in refractory materials used for sag- 
gers or high temperature furnaces. Included in this work have 
been studies of refractories for ferrous and nonferrous melt- 
ing and heat-treating furnaces, refractory castables, and the 
natural graphites. His research has been basic to improving 
refractories arid has contributed to many Federal Government 
and American Society for Testing Materials (ASTM) Speci- 
fications. 

An active participant in several scientific organizations in 
his field, Mr. Heindl was Chairman of the ASTM Committee 
C-8 on refractories, and has served on the Federal Specifications 
Refractories Board Committee. He is a Fellow of the American 
Ceramic Society, where he served as Chairman of the Refrac- 
tories Division. Mr. Heindl has authored or co-authored 18 
Bureau publications and over 20 papers in outside journals.
